P'rince Jerome contends that Lis mar-
ringe with Miss Elizabeth Patterson was
null and void from the beginning, as it was
contracted between a youth of 19 and a
woman of 23, without the consent of his
pareuts and the formality of publieation.
It was further declared to be null by the
deeree of 1805, which dissolved the civil
marriage, while tha proper authorities of
Paris severed the ties of seligious marriage,
so that such a union wight have o eivil
effect. Oun the other Land, the Baltimora
Bonapartes dispute the logality of tho de-
erea of 1805, and they adduce various ar
guments in favor of their legitimaey. Thoy
refer to the good faith of the parties in ma-
king the contract of marriage, but that is
questioned, because it is stated, that the
contract contwined a clause by which,
as if foreseeing the possiblo dissolution of
the marriage on the demand of the hus-
baud or his parents, he stipulated. in such
a case, for the payment to her o, 60,000
francs a year, which sum has been rogu-
lurly paid to Madame Bonaparte (ealled by
the French writer “Elizabeth I’atterson”)
ever since the separation.
